After the French and Indian War, England had a large debt * England i;anted 
the colonies to help pay the debt. In order to avoid further trouble with the 
Indians and to raise money, the British issued the Proclamation of 1763 * The 
Proclamation said that the fur 'traders had to have a license to trade with the 
Indians. The colonies refused to pay the tax because they had no representation 
in the British Parliament. Other trade laws wore passed. The colonists had 
to send certain products to England before they could be sold to other countries. 
England did not enforce these laws for many years. VJhen the British tried to 
enforce them, there was bound to be trouble.
